Keep food and drinks away from

animals- this includes bottles,

sippy cups, and pacifiers.

Wash your hands with soap and water. Hand

sanitizer does not work against all farm germs.

Wash hands after visiting the animals and before

eating.

When you get home, change your clothes and

shoes and wash them.
